The attendance at the two good 
roads meetings held at the court 
house today was not what it should 
have been, but those p resent ap p a­ 
rently took a deep interest in the 
informal talks of 
Col. G. 
\V. 
Waters, of Canton, Mo., and Mr. 
D, W ard King, of Maitland, Mo., 
both of whom have a right to sp eak 
as exp erts, 
for they have been 
agitating road imp rovemeiit tor 
years. 
The morning meeting was ad­ 
dressed by C dI. Waters, a synop sis 
of whose remarks follows: 
“ There is an awakening of road 
interest all over the state to a greater 
degree than ever before. No doubt 
this has been occasioned bv the 
long continued wet weather, com­ 
ing at a time when a great deal of 
work had already been done in 
p romoting 
road 
imp rovement. 
Great activity p revails, and the 
cause of road imp rovement is mov­ 
ing forward with accelerated sp eed. 
“ There are two main lines of 
endeavor, the one the p romotion of 
rock roads, the other the imp iove- 
ment of our earth roads. 
While 
the scop e of the work as well as 
results of 
the two 
movements 
are 
widely 
different, 
yet 
the 
basis of both are the same. 
Both 
require concert of action on the 
p art of the citizens and united co­ 
op erative effort. 
One p rolific source of confusion 
and one obstruction in the way of 
p rogress is the great contrariety of 
views as to the best methods of 
p rocedure. 
“ The p lan or method of any cer­ 
tain individual might be very good, 
but it could be of no avail unless 
all should agree up on it, for no 
one individual can build the roads. 
“ We have been endeavoring for 
the p ast five years to unify senti­ 
ment as to what general road sys­ 
tem should be adop ted. 
The state 
board of agriculture is sup p orting 
this work. It is evident that w hat­ 
ever system may be adop ted it 
should be based on business p rin­ 
cip les. 
“ To that end, after careful in­ 
quiry and 
examination 
of 
the 
various systems in 
op eration in 
different states, we have chosen 
what is termed the ‘commissioner 
system’ as conforming more nearly 
to business p rincip les than the .so 
called ‘overseer p lan.’ 
' 
“ The system contemp lated 
in 
the p resent 
laws 
of 
cur 
state 
is 
sufficiently elastic 
to 
allow 
the road commissioners to accep t 
the most p rogressive methods, p ro­ 
vided they choose to do so. 
“ Of course, we readily ap p re­ 
ciate that road laws, constitutional 
amendments nor the adop tion of

any given syF.tem wi.l not make 
roads; it will recjuire work aud 
intelligent administration. 
If wj 
cannot make p rogress under this 
system, p rop erly administered, we 
cannot hop e to succeed under any 
system. 
“ A great deal dep ends on the 
board of road commissioners in 
each district, for the scop e of their 
p owers is amp le. 
The law says 
(Sec. 9 431), ‘The board shall have 
sole, exclusive and cntiie control 
and jurisdiction 
over all 
p ublic 
highways 
within 
their 
district 
^ 
to construct, and imp rove 
such highways 
* 
^ 
and for 
that p urp ose may emp loy hands, 
hire teams 
* * and all things 
needful to carry on road work. 
The said board 
may 
have the 
work, or any p art thereof, done by 
contract.’ ’’ 
The sp eaker, alluding to the 
sources of revenue, sa d in p art : 
“ One of the sources of com­ 
p laint has been the want of suf­ 
ficient 
revenue. 
Tliis 
want 
is 
grievously felt .and the revenues 
woefully inadi quate when it comes 
to building rock roads. 
And as 
the question of roads roads must 
have sp ecial treatment I will not 
enter just now into a discussion cf 
it, but w'ill look at the question of 
maintenance of cur eaitii roads for 
the p resent. 
“ Our stale constitution limits 
the amount to be levied for all 
county p urp oses to 50 cents on the 
$100 vaiUvition, and 
1 may s.iy the 
valuation is p laced very low by the 
assessors, p robably not exceeding 
40 p er cent of actual cash value 
up on the average. 
“ Now, in most counties in the 
stale the courts can sec aside and 
ap p ortion only 8 to lo cents for 
road p urp oses. 
This amount in 
most cases is little 
more than 
enough to p rocure material for cul­ 
verts, etc. 
Another 
source of 
revenue is the p oll tux, p ayable in 
labor. 
It is evident that under 
such conditions the commissioners 
are handicap p ed at the very start, 
for with such an uncertain and in- 
effiicient revenue as labor p aid tax 
to dep end up on it is imp ossible to 
adop t t h e contract method and the 
board cannot even ‘emp loy hands 
and hire teams,’ nor can they lay 
and execute any p lans for road im­ 
p rovement. 
“ Where the commissioners or 
their foremen must dep end largely 
up on labor p aid revenues the effi­ 
ciency is reduced to about one-third 
of its face value. 
W^here labor 
p aid revenue is the standard of dis­ 
bursement the value of cash added 
is brought down to that lowered 
standard, 
and 
this 
leads 
me 
to 
say 
that 
so 
long 
as 
labor revenue is the standard of 
ap p lication, p rogress is imp ossible. 
“ But after earnest solicitation 
we succeeded in having Section 
9 441 amended so that ‘the county 
court of any county may, in their 
discretion, by order of record, re­ 
quire that all p oll tuxes shall be 
p aid in money.’ 
Then, again, in 
19 00 a constitutional amendment 
was adop ted, wheieby the court in 
their discretion may levy and col­ 
lect not exceeding 15 cents addi­ 
tional for 
road 
and bridge 
p ur­ 
p oses. 
“ Now, let us make a comp arison 
between counties drifting along 
with the 10 cents tax and p oll tax 
in labor with 33^ p er 
cent dis­ 
bursement 
and consequently no 
imp rovement whatever, with coun­ 
ties wide-awake 
adop ting 
cash 
taxes throughout and the addi­ 
tional 15 cents. 
“ This would enable the commis­ 
sioners to adop t the contract eys- 
tem, secure such ap p lication of 
funds as to yield one hundred cents 
of value for every dollar exp ended, 
and together with the more than 
doubling the amount would mean 
more than three times the efficiency 
in road management. Then the com­ 
missioners could adop t and p ut into 
p ractice the one great p rincip le of 
road maintenance,

“ Enough facts were develop ed 
before the St. Louis grand jury 
concerning boodling in the Mis­ 
souri legislature to keep Attorney 
General Crow busy for the balance 
of his term,” said Circuit Attorney 
J. W . Folk 
in St. 
Louis 
last 
night. 
“ We are gettirg at the very 
iieart of the boodle matter now, 
and we will certainly exp ose cor­ 
rup tion in the state as it seldom 
has been exp osed before 
in any 
state or city,” said Attorney Gen­ 
eral Crow at Jefferson City. 
Senator John F. Collins, of St. 
Louis, will be asked by the St. 
Louis grand jury to exp lain where 
he obtained {7 ,000 in $i,oco bills, 
which he disp layed in several down 
town saloons in St. Louis a few 
days after the adjournment of the 
state legislature. 
Five of the big 
bills are said to have been dep os­ 
ited in the Lafayette bank, while 
Senator Collins retained the other 
two. 
This information reached Circuit 
Attorney Folk about 7 o’clock last 
night, and he immediately ordered 
a subp oena issued for the man that 
furnished the information and for 
others who saw the bills in Col­ 
lins’ p ossession. 
One thousand dollar bills which 
entered Missouri 
boodle history 
with the alum 
legislation have 
p layed a p rominent p art in the al­ 
leged boodling at Jefferson, and it 
is the desire of Mr. Folk to ascer­ 
tain where Collins secured these 
bills. 
The statement made by the 
man who first unbosomed himself 
was to the effect that Senator Col­ 
lins had ‘‘Hashed” 
seven $1,000 
bills in various saloons, and later 
had “ p lanted” five of them in the 
Lafayette bank. 
Senator Collins could not be 
found and the bank officials de­ 
clined to discuss the alleged de­ 
p osit. 
The sup p osition is that the 
money was p laced in individual 
accounts, or else checked out by 
Collins to members of the combine, 
thus avoiding 
the 
necessity of 
“ breaking” the big bills, to avert 
¡talk, which has already led to the

The contracts for the buildings 
were let to the following parties : 
Horticultural hall, 80x160 feet, 
stone 
foundation, 
pressed 
brick 
walls and metal roof, to Heckert & 
Rickert, Sedalia, for $23,794. 
Agricultural hall, 80x160 
feet, 
architecturally 
arranged 
for 
the 
best display of farm and garden 
products, stone foundation, pressed 
brick walls and metal roof, to T. 
H. Johnson, Sedalia, for #22,799. 
Poultry building, with improved 
interior arrangement for the ex­ 
hibition of poultry, to Heckert & 
Rickert, for $10,672. 
T w o cattle barns, of the same 
dimensions and same style of arch­ 
itecture as the present barns, to H. 
M. 
Hammond, 
Sedalia, 
for #3, 
821.75 each, or $7,643.50 for both. 
The construction 
of 
the 
new 
buildings will give ample accom­ 
modations for the stock exhibits, 
which in previous years had to be 
stalled and shown under canvas, 
while the agricultural, horticultural 
and poultry exhibits will have a 
home of their own and not, as in 
the past, be crowded into a crapiped 
space. 
The fair directors completed the 
exchange of twenty-four acres, ly­ 
ing on the west side of the Missouri 
Pacific and M., K . & T. railway 
tracks, for twenty-four acres be­ 
longing to the Porter Real Estate 
company, 
adjoining 
the 
fair 
grounds on the east side. 
The directors were able to readily 
make the exchange, 
because the 
land west of the fair grounds was 
held in trust by Secretary Rippey 
for the Fair association, to be used 
as an emergency asset, to be con­ 
verted to the use of the fair when 
needed. 
The exchange was a most de­ 
sirable one.

After a careful survey of con­ 
d itions in 
the west, George 
J. 
Gould , who has returned to New- 
Yo rk from a trip over the Missour 
Pacific and Wabash lines, is con­ 
vinced tliat the era of prosperity 
the west is enjoying will continue 
for at least another year.
